develop a field and clubhouse attitude that encourages high promise 
for the future,” said the Chairman of the Board. 


By season’s end Westrum had measured up to every word. He had 
directed the Mets to their greatest number of victories (66) in his- 
tory, lifted the club for the first time from last place and held true 
to his promise by putting an exciting hit-and-run game into operation 


The mute figures are eloquent testimony to the latter: a stolen base 
output increased from 28 to 55 (“and perhaps double that this year,” 
he said in Spring training). But more than that, his positive approach 
and gifted eye enabled the Shea troupe to reduce its frustrating 
strikeout total from 1,129 to 992 (or almost one per game), while 
coincidentally the team batting average rose from .221 to .239. 


The 44-year-old Westrum’s meteroric rise from the Mets’ coaching 
staff to field control was a development of Casey Stengel’s dramatic 
hip fracture on July 25, 1965, which led to the Ol’ Perfessor’s retire- 
ment. Stengel suffered the crippling accident following the annual 
Oldtimers’ Dinner, and when George M. Weiss, that same evening, 
asked Casey whom he wanted to take over as interim manager, the 
reply was: “Wes is the fella.” 


Westrum carried on for the balance of the 65 campaign, winning 
19 and losing 48 the remainder of the year (Casey’s record was 31-64 
at the time of his injury). 


The moon-faced Minnesotan joined the Mets’ coaching staff in 
1964, after the then ailing Cookie Lavagetto moved to the Giants in 
order to be closer to his Oakland home. Wes was hired off the San 
Francisco coaching lines, where he had functioned since ending his 
ll-year playing career with the Giants in 1957. 


Wes surpassed Stengel’s best record of 54 victories (during 1964) 
on Aug. 24. Prior to that he had directed the Mets to their proudest 
hour in history: a seven-game winning streak from July 17 through 
July 22, that exceeded their previous unbeaten high skein of five.

Veteran of ten major league seasons has distinction of being only 
man in baseball history to pitch no-hitter in first start after being 
traded. Achieved feat against Cardinals, May 15, 1960, two days after 
being dealt to Cubs by Phillies . . . Right-hander was traded to Cubs 
with Ed Bouchee for Cal Neeman and Tony Taylor- to Cardinals on 
Oct. 17, 1962 with Moe Thacker and George Altman for Larry Jackson, 
Lindy McDaniel and Jim Schaffer; to Pittsburgh on Nov. 19, 1962, with 
Julio Gotay for Dick Groat and Diomedes Olivio . .. After developing 
shoulder trouble at end of 1963 campaign, he aggravated ailment in 
training camp following Spring. Played at Columbus to get arm back 
in shape and didn’t pitch for Pirates until Sept. Bounced back in 1965, 
with 13-10 record, and 3.19 ERA in 240 innings. Ran off seven straight 
victories from May 31 to July 6, and six of ten losses were one-run 
affairs. Pitched one-hitter against Cubs on Oct. 2, with Vic Roznovsky 
the ‘‘spoiler’’ on fifth inning single . . . Was originally signed by 
Phillies and broke into pro ball in 1954 with Pulaski, where had 
Appalachian League — leading ERA of 1.91... One ranking home-run 


_ hitters among pitchers, he has accumulated 14 circuit blows in the 


majors, including five during the 1960 season.

However, the Commissioner’s office voided the con- 
tract, ruling that Seaver was signed after USC had started its college 
season. The Commissioner then ruled that any other club could bid 
for his services by matching the Atlanta agreement . The Mets, 
Phillies and Indians submitted bids, with the Mets winning the draw. 

Assigned to Triple A level at Jacksonville for his pro debut, Seaver 
led the International League in starts (32) and set seasonal and single 
game club strikeout records of 188 and 14, respectively .. . A product 
of Fresno (Calif.)

joined the Mets on Sept. 29, 1964, as “assistant to the president”, 
43 days after his “resignation” as chief executive officer of the 


Cardinal front office. (“I was asked to leave,” he says with character- 
istic candor). 


Ironically, the club he had assembled as a pre-season favorite to 
win the National League pennant, and which lagged nine games off 
the pace at the time of his departure on August 17, completely 
vindicated him by staging a spectacular stretch run to the flag and 


maintaining its momentum in the World Series with a seven-game 
triumph over the Yankees. 


The achievement earned for him a second consecutive “Major 
League Executive of the Year” award. The first had been accorded 
him by a jury of his peers in 1963, after he daringly disected the 
Cardinal roster with a series of trade maneuvers that brought Curt 
Flood, Lou Brock, Dick Groat, Bill White and Julian Javier to St. 
Louis and lifted the Red Birds from sixth place to second. Thus was 
laid the groundwork for the World Championship of 1964 and the 
city’s first pennant in 18 years. 


A hero-worshipping member of the Cardinals’ Knothole Gang as a 
youngster, Devine matriculated at Washington of St. Louis, where he 
earned letters in baseball and basketball. Between semesters he helped 
compile statistics in the Cardinal office. In 1939 he advanced to an 
assistant’s role in the public relations department. 


Devine embarked on his administrative career in the St. Louis 
farm system in 194] at the age of 24, as Business Manager of 
Johnson City (Tenn.) in the Class D Appalachian League. During 
the season he met, courted and won Mary R. Anderson, a local belle. 
They were married on October 25, 1941. 


The following year involved half-season hitches as Business Man- 
ager at Fresno (Calif.) and Decatur (Ill.), and 1943 marked the 
start of a three-year World War II hitch with the Navy Fleet Air 
Wing in the Pacific. Upon his discarge from the service in 1946, 
Devine was named General Manager of Columbus (Ga.), on the 
basis of two straight pennants he was brought back into the St, 
Louis organization as assistant to president Fred Saigh after the 
late Bob Hannegan and Saigh acquired control of the Cardinals, The 


association led to his appointment as General Manager in 1949 of 
the Triple A affiliate in Rochester. 


Devine served for seven years at Rochester, where Johnny Keane 
(1950) and Harry Walker (1953) won International League pennants 


under his administration, with Walker winning the Little World 
Series in 1952. 


In November of 1955 he returned to the front office of the parent 
club as the Executive Assistant to General Manager Frank Lane, 
whom he succeeded on November 12, 1957. Under Devine’s 7-year 


stewardship of the Cardinals the Red Birds won 547 games and lost 
508. 


The Devines own a home in the St. Louis suburb of Ladue, and 
are the parents of three daughters: Mrs. Joanne Schaumburg (23); 
Janice (18), a freshman at the University of Arizona, and Jane Cid) 


When Don Cardwell hit a home run off Vernon Law on Apr. 17, 1967, 


in Pittsburgh, it marked the first homer by a Met pitcher since Al Jackson 
connected against Warren Spahn on July 26, 1964.
